1. That architecture is a learned and 
difficult science, and a profession that 
requires both time aud money to 
learn, and dest"rves and requires pro­
tection from unskilled persons who 
are attempting to follow that profes­
sion and have no knowledge of the 
same. 

2. The interests of the public de­
mand that this avocation in life should 
be protected, and have the same pro­
tection as other learned profe~sions 
and a~sociatious. 

3. That an architect should be 
thoroughly conversant with the quality 
and strength of all material med in 
the construction of buildings. 

4. That he should also be thoroughly 
conversant with the laws of sanitation, 
stPam heating and accoustics-as ap­
plied to buildings-there being a simi­
lar law in other States, which has 
given satisfaction and protected the 
public from fraud and imposition; that 
it is in the interest of life and property 
as well as the protection of the learned 
again8t the lmlearned. Wherefore I 
submit this minority report and pray 
its adoption.
